[The  2(Tamjl  Nadu)  District  Police  Act,  1859]. 

[6th  September  1859.] 

An  Act  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  Police 
within  the  3[State  of  Tamil  Nadu]. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  the  Police-force 
throughout  the  4[State  of  Tamil  Nadu]  a more 
efficient  instrument  5*  * * * for  the  prevention 

and  detection  of  crime,  and  to  re-orgarizo  the  Police- 
force  6*  * * *.  It  is  enacted  as  follows: — 

l The  short  title,  " The  Madras  District  Police  Act,  1859  ” was 
given  by  the  Repealing  and  Amending  Act,  1901  (Central  Act  XT 
of  1901). 

This  Act  was  declared  by  the  Laws  Local  Extent  Act,  1874 
(Central  Act  XV  of  1874),  section  4 and  the  Second  Schedule,  to 
be  in  forco  in  the  whole  of  (ho  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  except  the 
territories  mentioned  in  the  Sixth  Schedule  to  that  Act. 

As  to  employment  in  the  City  of  Madras  of  Police  officers 
appointed  under  Central  Act  XXIV  of  1859,  sec  the  Madras  City 
Police  Act,  1888  (Tamil  Nadu  Act  III  of  1888),  a.  10. 

The  Tamil  Nadu  District  Police  (Amendment)  Act,  1865  (Tamil 
Nadu  Act  V of  1865),  and  sections  3 and  4 of  the  Tamil  Nadu 
Towns  Nuisances  Act,  1889  (Tamil  Nadu  Act  III  of  1889),  are  to 
be  read  with,  and  taken  as  part  of  this  Act. 

As  to  power  of  Central  Government  to  create  a General  Police 
District  (notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act)  and  to  direct 
the  enrolment  of  a Police  force  therein,  see  the  Police  Act,  1888 
(Central  Act  III  of  1888). 

This  Act  was  extended  to  the  merged  State  of  Pudukkottai  by 
section  3 of,  and  the  First  Schedule  to,  the  Tamil  Nadu  Merged 
States  (Laws)  Act,  1949  (Tamil  Nadu  Aot  XXXV  of  1949). 

This  Act  was  extended  to  the  Kanyakumnri  district  and  the 
Shencottah  taluk  of  the  Tirunelveli  district  by  section  3 of,  and  the 
First  Schedule  to  the  Tamil  Nadu  (Transferred  Territory)  Extension 
of  Laws  Act,  1960  (Tamil  Nadu  Act  23  of  1960),  which  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  April  1961,  repealing  the  corresponding  law  in 
that  territory.

and  men,  and  shall  be  otherwise  constituted  in  such 
manner,  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  ordered  by  the

members  thereof ; their  inspection  ; the  description  of 
arms,  accoutrements  and  other  necessaries  to  be 
furnished  to  them  ; to  the  collecting  and  communi- 
cating intelligence  and  information  ; and  all  such 
other  orders  and  regulations  relative  to  the  said 
Police-force  as  the  said  Inspector-General  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  deem  expedient  for  preventing  abuse 
or  neglect,  and  for  rendering  such  force  efficient  in 
the  discharge  of  all  its  duties. 

6 (Subject  to  the  provisions  of  article  311  of 
reduction °r of  the  Constitution  and  to  such  rules)  as  the  4 (State) 
officers  of  the  Government  may,  from  time  to  time  make  under  this

at  any  time  dismiss,  suspend  or  reduce  to  a lower 
post,  or  time  scale,  or  to  a lower  stage  in  time  scale,

duty  or  otherwise  unfit  for  the  same  and  may  order 
the  recovery  from  the  pay  of  any  such  Police  officer 
of  the  whole  or  part  of  any  pecuniary  loss  caused  to 
Government  by  his  negligence  or  broach  of  orders.]

General,  by  virtue  of  which  he  shall  be  vested  with 
the  powers,  functions  and  privileges  of  a Police- 
officer.  Such  certificate  shall  ceaso  to  havo  effect 
whenever  the  person  named  in  it  is  suspended  or 
dismissed,  or  otherwise  removed  from  employ- 
ment in  the  Police-force,  and  shall  thereupon  be 
immediately  surrendered  to  his  superior  officer,  or 
other  person  empowered  to  receive  it.

16.  When  it  shall  appear  that  any  “[unlawful  Speoial  Polio*, 
assembly  or  riot  or  disturbance  of  the  peace]  hasoffioer*> 
taken  place  or  may  be  reasonably  apprehended  in  any 

place,  and  that  the  ordinary  officers  appointed  for 
preserving  the  peace  are  not  sufficient  for  its  pre- 
servation, and  for  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  the  security  of  property  in  such  place,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  Police-officer  not  below  the  rank  of 
Inspector  to  apply  to  the  nearest  Magistrate  to 
appoint  so  many  of  the  public  or  village  servants,  or  * 
residents  of  the  neighbourhood,  as  such  Police-officer 
may  require  to  act  as  special  Police-officers  for  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Magistrate  at  once 
to  comply  with  suoh  applications. 

17.  Every  special  Police-officer  so  appointed  shall  Power*  of 
have  the  same  powers,  privileges  and  protection,  and  pP0®i‘^offio9rl. 
be  liable  to  all  such  duties  and  penalties,  and  be 
subordinate  to  the  same  authorities,  as  the  ordinary 

offioera  of  Police.  8 [He  shall  receive  a certificate  in 
suoh  form  as  the  ‘(State  Government)  may  deter- 
mine, under  the  signature  of  the  Magistrate  who 
appointed  him.)

18.  If  any  person,  being  appointed  a special 
Folice-offieer,  as  aforesaid,  shall  without  sufficient 
excuse  neglect  or  refuse  to  serve  as  such,  or  to  obey 
such  lawful  older  or  direction  as  may  be  given  him 
for  the  performance  of  his  duties,  he  shall  be  liable 
upon  conviction  beforo  a Magistrate  to  a fine  not 
exceeding  fifty  rupeos  for  such  neglect,  refusal  or 
disobedience. 

19.  No  Police-officer  shall  be  at  liberty  to  resign 
his  office  or  withdraw  himself  from  the  duties  there- 
of, unless  expressly  allowed  to  do  so  in  writing  by  the 
District  Superintendent;  or  unless  he  shall  have  given 
to  his  superior  oilicer  two  months'  notice  in  writing 
of  his  intention  to  do  so.  Nor  shall  any  such  Police- 
officer  enga  ge  in  any  employment  or  office  whatovor, 
other  than  his  duties  under  this  Act,  unloaB  oxproasly 
permitted  to  do  so  in  writing  under  the  seal  of  the 
Inspector-  Goner  al . 

20.  From  and  after  tho  passing  of  this  Act,  ovory 
person  not  being,  or  having  coased  to  be,  a duly 
enrolled  Police-officer,  who  shall  unlawfully  assume 
any  function  or  power  belonging  to  the  Police,  and 
who  shall  not  forthwith  deliver  up  his  certificate, 
and  all  tho  clothing,  accoutrements  and  appoint- 
ments, and  other  necessaries  which  may  have  been 
supplied  to  him  for  the  execution  of  his  duty,  or 
who  shall  have  in  his  possession  any  distinctive  article 
of  the  dress  or  appointment  directed  to  be  worn 
exclusively  by  the  Police-force,  without  being  able  to 
account  satisfactorily  for  his  possession  thereof,  or 
who  shall  put  on  tho  dress  of  any  Police-officer,  or 
any  dress  designed  to  represent  it,  or  to  be  taken  for 
it,  or  who  shall  otherwise  personate  the  character  or 
act  the  part  of  any  Police-officer  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  punishment 
to  which  he  may  be  liable  for  any  offence  commit- 
ted under  the  assumed  character,  be  liable  on 
conviction  before  a Magistrate  ■ 0 a penalty  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  rupees,  or  to  imprisonment, 
■with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a period  not  exceed- 
ing six  vuor  ths,  or  both.  • 
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21.  Every  Police-officer  shall,  for  all  purposes  in  Duties-.  f Police 
this  Act  contained,  be  considered  to  be  always  on  duty  ■°®r,er'' 
and  shall  have  the  powers  of  a Police-officer  in  every 
part  of  the  General  Police  District.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  use  his  best  endeavours  and  ability  to  pre- 
vent all  crimes,  offences  and  public  nuisances;  to 
preserve  the  peace  ; to  apprehend  disorderly  and  sus- 
picious characters  ; to  detect  and  bring  offenders  to 
justice ; to  collect  and  communicate  intelligence 
affecting  the  public  peace  ; and  promptly  to  obey  and 
exeoute  all  orders  and  warrants  lawfully  issued  to 
him.
